Wasnincton. March 7.—A _ Dill ap- 
propriating $100, 000 for the pur- 
pose of securing a permanent government 
station at Atlanta came very near passing the 
last congress. It went through the house, 
and Senators Brown and Barrow tried several 
times to get it up in the senate. They came 
near succeeding on the last night of the session 


but the press of business left this among the 
many stranded bills, 

The effort to be made in beth bodies in 
this direction during the present session has 
every augury of success. Colonel Hammond 
has already madea startin the house. The 
main difficulty lies with the appropriations 
committee. He has directed the following 
communication to Mr. Randall and in due 
time will go personally before the committee 
to set forth the ciaims of Atlanta more fully:

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IN THE TWO HOUSES. 


Debaiing Pleasanton fm the House—A Bil! 
elaimed tn the Senate. 

Wasuinctoy, March 7.—In the senate Mr. 
Williams moved to discharge the committee 
on military affairs fromthe consideration of 
toe bill to regulate the retiring of army 
officers. It waga bill, Mr. Wiltiams said. 
which had been introduced by Mr. Beck, 
who supposed he was acting for Mr. Wil- 
liams, and the name of Williams had been 
noted as having introducedit. He (Mr. Wil- 
lamas) knew nothing whatever df such bill, 
and disclaimed all responsibility for 
it. Mr, Beck explained that 
he had introduced the bill for 
his colleague as he supposed. A young gen- 
tieman had come in looking for Wiiliams, 
and saying that the senator had agreed to in- 
troduce the bill. In Mr§Williamse’s absence 
Mr, Beck had introduced it, but he now 
found that there were provisions in it for 
which neither he norhis colleague would 
consent to be responsible. He supposed they 
had been imposed upon. The committee 
was discharged from further consideration of 
the dill, which was laid on the table. 

The senate then took up and after a short 
debate passed a bil? authorizing the construc- 
tion of a fire-proof building of brick and metal 
in the city of Washington, to be used asa 
hallofrecords The bill, as passed, appro- 
priates two hundred and fifty thousand for 
the purpose, In the course ofthe debate 
Mr. Vest stated that the upper part of the 
capital is filled with papers, and if a spark 
should fall among them it would result ina 
fire which, though it might not perhaps de- 
stroy the capitol, would probably result in 
burning up its roof, The senate took up 
and after reading ita third time passed the 
bill constituting a majority ofthe judges of 
the supreme court of the United Stutes to be 
a quorum of the court instead of six judges, 
as heretofore required by law. The bili also 
prohibits the judge who heard the case at the 
circuié from sitting upon the supreme bench 
when the case comes up for appeal. 

IN THE HOUSE. 

In the house the entire day was devoted to 
the consideration of bills of a private cbharac- 
ter, principally for the reliefof individuals. 
A bill which occupied the great part of last 
Friday’s session, that authorizing the retire- 
ment of Alfred Pleasanton with the rank of 
colonel, came up after the unfinished busi- 
ness and was finally disposed of by being 
recommiited to the military committee with- 
outins‘ruction. @§The house took a recess 
until 7:30, the eveuing session to befor the 
consideration of pension bills. 

PENSIONS GRANTED, 

At the evening session the house passed 
nineteen pension bills. Among them was 
one granting a pension to the widow of Gen- 
eral Judson Kilpatrick. The bill to increase 
the pension of Surgeon General Barnes to $50 
amonth was eloquently advocated by Mr. 
Tucker, of Virginia, who as an ex-rebel, ap- 
peaied to the house to perform an act of jus- 
tice to the widow of a man who had served 
his country in three wars, and had stood at 
the death beds of Presidents Lincoln and 
Garfield. His remarks were warmly ap- 
plauded, but Mr. Warner, of Ohio, demanded 
the presence of a quorum, basing his opposi- 
tion on the ground that the discrimination in 
favor of a widow of a general officer was a 
discrimination against the widow of an equally 
deserving private soldier. Subsequently 
Warner withdrew his objection and the bill 
passed. Adjourned at 10 o’clock,

THE SLANDER MILL. ~ 


READY TO GRIND FOR THE COM- 
ING CAMPAIGN. 


John EB. Bryant and His Confederstes Organize in 
Washivgton for ths Manufacture of Slanders 
Againat the South During the Campsign 
—Money to be Seat South. 


Was#ineton, March 7.—The national coun- 
cil of the national union league held its an- 
nual session in this city. Hon. James L. Neg: 
ley, of Pittsburg, presided, and Thomas G. 
Baker, of New York, was secretary. The ses- 
sion was devoted principally to perfecting the 
organization of the league fur effective work 
in the coming presidential campaign, and 
consideration of the anti-bourbon movement 
in the southern states, its neeessities and the 
means to be employed to assist the independ- 
ents of that section. 


The committeeon bourbonism and misrule 
at the south submitted a report of the deplo- 
rabie condition of affairs politically in the 
southern states, and suggesting plans for 
adoption by the league to aid in securing the 
freedom from bourbonism of all citizens, 
Representatives Pettibone and Houk, of Ten- 
nessee, addressed the council in support of 
the recommendation made by the 
committee that aid be extended 
to the opponents of bourbonism in the 
southern states. They presented §satis- 
tics of the anti-beurbon vote in Tennessee, 
showing that it had increased from less than 
60,000 in the Hayes presidential election to 
$9,000 in the Gartield election and 105,000 in 
the last gubernatorial election. They stated 
that an additional 10,000 votes would redeem 
the state from beurbonism, and these votes 
could be brought out if assistance were given 
to overcome the lawlessness which operated 
in that state against the free exercise of po- 
litical rights, A special committee, to be 
knowns eas the committee on bourbon- 
ism, was then appointed, as follows: Gen- 
eral Charles H. Grosvenor, chairman; J. E. 
Bryant, Georgia; C. A. Boutelle. Maine; Ho- 
ratio Bisbee, Jr., Florida; L. C. Houk, Tenn- 
essee; John R. Lynch, Mississippi; A. M., 
Ciapp, Washington; Natham Goff, West Vir- 
ginia, and J. EK. O'Hara, North Carolina. It 
is intended that this committee shall estab- 
lish headquarters in Washington, during the 
campaign, and actin conjunction with the 
national congressional committee in direct- 
ing its efforts principally to aiding the inde- 
pendment movements in the south, and it 
shall, after the nominating of a presi- 
dential ticket, in its discretion, issue an 
address to the people of the United States on 
the cenditien of the south. An executive 
committee and committee on finance were 
appointed, and it was agreed that the next 
session of the committee should be held in 
Chicago the Monday preceding the meeting 
of the republican national convention. There 
was no discussion of presidential candidates, 
although early in the session an attempt was 
made by a dclegate fiom Maryland to secure 
the adoption by the council ofa resoluticn 
indorsing the candidacy of General John A. 
Logan for the presidential nomination. 


WHY WEHAVE NO NAVY. 


Mr. Biount Makes An Explanation of the Fact—Gen-« 
eral Cleaning Out Needed. 
Special to The Constitution. 

WASHINGTON, March 7,—Both in the senate 
and the house recent discussions have brought 
to light the deplorable condition of the 
American navy. Congress is asked to take 
some practical step toward the reconstruc- 
tion of this shattered institution. It. is in- 
teresting to go alittle back of the present 
condition of affairs to find the cause of their 
existence. A Georgia congress- 
man has done this in a& manner 
that must command attention. 
Mr. Blount made a most effective speech 
during the discussion of the naval bill. His 
long experience in the house with his close 
study of public events enabled him to detail 
very clearly the histosy of the decline of our 
navy. He showed that we are now practically 
without any means of marine offense 
and defens2, not because congress has been 
careless of the needs for such nor because of 
any niggardly policy which has withheld the 
necessary appropriations, The blame lies, as 
Mr. Blount conclusively demonstrates, at the 
door ofrepublican administration. When 
the war elosed we had a navy larger than any 
in the world and ample tor the de- 
fenses of owr coast and our commerce. 
Any reasonable expense would have kept it 
apace with every improvement in naval war- 
fare made since thattime. During Grants 
administration $100,000,000 was at the dispo- 
sal of the secretary of the navy, and no good 
came from the lavish expenditures made out 
of thatsum. A little lateralotof old iron 
hulks, which the secretary had declared to be 
utterly useless, were patched up at a cost of 
$2,000,000. After all.this expenditure Mr. 
Biount forcibly says these ships were ‘‘unfit 
to be placed upon the water except under 
convoy.” He favors a just and liberal appro- 
priation for naval purposes, but he is not 
willing to make a democratic congress pay 
for the extravagances and blunders of a re- 
publican administration for eighteen years. 

Mr. Blount struck the key noteof the naval 
situation in his remarks, The history of the 
navy since the war has been one of extrava- 
gance and stupidity about equally mixed. 
The millions asked for now are to be applied 
in a way- which lays no _ foundation 
for a great naval system. They are to be 
subjected to the dangerswhich have wasted 
the millions hitherto appropriated, leaving 
asa result the merest mockery of a marine 
power. Senator Brown, before the ways and 
means committee the other day, laid the axe 
to the root of the tree, on the 
question of our tariff difticulties we have 
a high revenue and heavy taxes 
because the republican party has been cor- 
ruptand extravagant. The naval troubles 
have come in the same way as Mr. Brown 
shows. Talk of economy and reform does 
notreach back to the real issue. No real 
remedy is possible until we have 
a complete change of administra ion. 
The old lines must be 
broken up before the country can be 

laced on the true policy of reform. What 
Senator Brown and Mr. B'ount, in their re- 
cent utterance, expresson this necessity is 
worthy of careful consideration. The evil 
springs in the very sources of governmental 
support and runs through every department 
of its administration. A general! cleaning out 
is the only thing that wiil cure it,

RAILROAD.SAFE ROBBED. 


4 Kaliread Paymaster Leaves His Safe Open And 
’ Loses 427,000,

road, left his effice for Junch without taking 
the precaution to close the combination of 
the 1arge safein which the money for the 
paymant of the employes was deposited, 
leaving the room without awaiting the re- 
turm of the other attaches of the oflice, who 
had also gone to lunch. Before his return 
the safe was robbed of allits contents, with 
the exception of some packages of nickels and 
smali change. The total amount taken, as near 
as the company’s officials can _ esti- 
mate, being 27,000. Onthe facts becoming 
known, and an investigation being instituted 
Paymasier Bartlett was discharged from the 
services of the company for negligence, and 
the matter was placed in the hands of detec- 
tives, and care was made to keep the affair 
quietin the hope that the detectives would 
be facilitated in their work, but upon the 
matier becoming known, and in the belief 
thafexaggerated statements would be pub- 
lished concerning the robbery the officials 
showed a willingness thatthe exact facts 
should be furnished tothe public. The the- 
ory advanced by the treasurer of the company 
is that the robbery was accomplished 
byraeGndak thief. Two doors lead to the 
cashier's office from the vacant room, one 
of which was found ajar on the paymaster’s, 
return. The paymaster’s room is lecated in 
the general oftices of the company on the 
second floor of the building, and was con- 
structed especially to guard against intrus 
ions or theft, but in this instance the most 
ordinary precautions appear to have been ig- 
nored.

On several occasions, when 
alone with Guiteau, I asked him if he had 
any accomp.ice, or if any person knew that 
he thought of shooting the president. He 
always asswered in the most emphatic man- 
ner; ‘no; no one but God and me knew any- 
thing about it.’”’

REJECTED ADDRESSES. 


THE LASKER MEMORIAL IN THE 
REICHSTAG, 


Reference to the Action of the American Oongreas 
Declared to be Uaparliamentary—The Resolu- 
tions Now im the Hands of the American 
Minister in Washington—Bto., Bte. 


Wasarneton, March 7.—The Lasker resolu- 
tions, returned by Bismarck, have been in 
the hands of Baron Von Eisendecker, the 
German minister here, for some days. Since 
receiving them he has been in telegraphic 
correspondence with his government, and as 
a consequence of hints he had received from 
thatsource is endeavoring to have both these 
resolutions and those of the liberal union 
thanking the house of representatives for 
pessing them quietly shelved by the house 
committee on foreign affairs. The Lasker 
resolutions are not, of course, before this com- 
mittee yet, and the efforts of the minister are 
directed to procuring an expression of senti- 
ment favorable to the suppression of the 
whole matter, as far as lies in its power, by 
the body to which the resolutions will be re- 
ferred. The liberal union resolutions are 
now before the committee. The idea that 
Mr. Simon Wolf was the actual author of the 


resolutions offered by Mr. Ochiltree is repudi- 
ated by that gentleman in a card in to-night’s 
Star, in which hesays: ‘‘When I first heard, 
and subsequently read, that I was charged 
with being the author of the Lasker resolu- 
tions | supposed it was a joke some one 
was playing in order to annoy Mr. 
Ochiltree; but now, when I find it bas 
been telegraphed al! ever the land, I can not 
in justice allow the statement to stand, for it 
is absolutely and unqualifiedly faige. I was 
not in the city, but in North Carotina lectur- 
ing, when Lasker died and when the resolu- 
tions were offered in the house, and never 
knew Mr. Ochiltree until after Bismarck’s 
brutal return of the resolutions. The whole 
subject has assumed such.a character that it 
is no longer to be trifled with. It has, owing 
to the blundering diplomacy, speaking 
mildly, of Bismarek, taken the shape of a 
national insult; and what wasat first but the 
friendly greeting and recognition of our con- 
gress ig to-day the rallying cry of the German 
liberals. Had the German government been 
wise enough to understand our way of par- 
liamentery business, they would quietly have 
pocketed the resolutions; but now the dead 
Lasker will give them more trouble than ever 
the living did. Noone wars with Germany 
or its people, least of all those 
who were born on its 
soil, But none of those 
to the ‘manner born’ have half as much con- 
tempt, or feel as indignantly over this lasker 
imbroglio, as the German-Americans do; and 
all attempts on the part of the members of 
congress, in high or low places, editors sub- 
sidized or otherwise, to shirk their duty in 
order to please the German governnient or its 
representative here, will be frowned down. 
If we are afree and sovereign people, let us 
show it, if not by acts, at least with dignified 
silence. The United States of Germany is 
merely a question of time. Let us not do 
anything that will in the least embarrass the 
friends of liberty abroad.”’ 
THE RESOLUTIONS IN WASHINGTON, 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—Herr Von Eisen- 
decker, German minister, said to-day that 
he had just received from the German gov- 
ernment the resosutions of condolence passed 
by the American congress on the death of 
Lasker, and would forward them, as weli#s 
the accompanying letter of transmittal from 
Bismarck to the department of state in a few 
days. Headded that he had had no com- 
munication ot understanding whatever with 
the foreign affairs committee in regard to the 
matter. He proposed to deal entirely with 
the department of state. The letter of Prince 
Bismarck returning the resolutions, he said, 
had already been published in substance in 
the newspapers, havirg been cabled from 
Europe, but in addition it expressed Bis- 
marck’s regret that he felt compelled, uader 
the circumstances, to return the resolutions. 


HERR LASKER’S MEMORY. 


The Subjcct in the HKelchatag-The Hesolutions ia 
Washington, 

Berwin, March 7.—In the reichstag to-day, 
after the president had been re-elected, that 
functionary announced the death of Herr 
Lasker and of other members who had died 
during the recess. The deputies remained 
standing as a mark of respect while this an- 
nouncement was being made. Herr Rickert, 
an independent, speaking on the order of the 
day, expressed thanks, in the name of Herr 
Lasker’s friends, for the numerous tokens of 
sympathy which had been received. He was 
particularly grateful to the American congress 
for the action of the house of representatives. 
The president informed Herr Rickert that he 
was departing from the orderof the day. 
Herr Hammerstein, in behalf of the conserva- 
tives, protested against the action of Herr 
Rickert and against the course pursued by 
the American congress. Herr Dr. Hoenel, 
progressist, admitted that Herr Rickert had 
passed outside the order of the day, but 
pointed out that this only showed a defect in 
the usages of the house. He referred to Herr 
Kicket’s praise of the American congress, 
whereupon the president reminded him that 
he, too, was departing from the order of the 
day, but he continued to speak. He said that 
he bad perhaps broken the rules, but he con- 
sidered that he was justified, and pleaded the 
extenuating circumstances. ‘‘When a body 
like congress,”’ he said, ‘‘adopts a flattering 
resolution, we should pay as much regard to 
them as is consonant with parliamentary 
usages.’’ Baron Von Moltzohn contended that 
the rules of the house offered no ground for 
a statement like Herr Rickert’s, or for any 
reference to the resolution of a foreign par- 
liament, which had not been officially com- 
munica’peato the reichstag. 

He inhistel that the rights ef the house 
should be uphdd. There were no defects in the 
rules off the howe, but there was in the man- 
ners of the howe, as was clearly proved by 
the fact’that tle left had attempted to cry 
down Hew Hammerstein’s protest. Herr 
Rickert explained that the left had inter. 
rupted Herr Hammerstein because, contrary 
to the rules of the house, he had read his 
statement. The left, he declared, cared as 
little for Herr Hammerstein’s protest as they 
did for the unjustifiable interference of Bis- 
marck, This pold declaration was fol'owed 
by a greatucrear. .As soon as order was res- 
tored Her Von Bottechar, imperial secretary 
of the’ interior and representative 
of the chancellor, said that : 
knew absolutely nothing of rT 
interference on the part of Bismarck. If the 
latter was requested to inform the reichstag 
of the resolutions adopted by the American 
congress, and did whathe deemed right in 
the matter. his act was not subject to crili- 
cism. He concluded by protesting against 
any criticism of Bismarck.

THE COLLECTION OF NEWws. 


General Masager Smith Hefere « Oot gressiausa 
Commitee. 


WasHincton, March 7.—Wiliam, Henry 

Smith, general manager of the associated 

press, was examined by the sub-committee of 

the senate committee on postoflices| and post 
roads to-day. This committee is considering 
thesubject of government control of tele 

graphs, and statements have been made by 
various witnesses heretofore exanhined re- 

garding the management of the jssociated 

press, and its alleged relations with the tele. 

graph companies, which Mr, Smith 
to-day refuted. He made «4 formal 
statement of the principles upoa which 

and the purposes for which the associated 
press was organized. His examination lasted 
several hours. Taking up the statement of 
Gardiner G. Hubbard, that the associated 
press and the Western Union telegraph com- 
pany constitute a close corporation, and that 
the associated press is a monopoly, Mr. Smith 
said: ‘The associated press is a private bus- 
iness, conducted for the benefit of. the papers 
concerned. It has no exclusive contracts, 
and enjoys no privileges not freely open 
to any newspaper or association 
of newspapers. Its system of collecting and 
distributing news is the outgrowth of expe- 
rience and the known wants of thise who are 
served, it is thorough and satisfactory to 
those who are associated together, and should 
be to the public, as the news of the world is 
placed in the hands of every one who cares 
to resd every dayata trifling cost. But for 
this co-operative vystem, this would be im- 
possible. The associated presi is not, 
therefore, as, has been repeatedly as- 
serted, a monopoly, It does not 
own the sources of news, and it 
has never received a special privilege from 
any authority. It is evident that the use of 
the word monopoly is due to misinformation, 
Many people suppose that because the asso- 
ciated press uses the wires of the telegraph 
company freely, therefore, there is a 
mutuality of interests. The mrchant who 
conducts - business largely by telegraphic 
correspondence, bears precisely the same re- 
lation as the press to the telegrayih company. 
Tbe latter is a common carrier, and business 
conducted over the wires by both mer- 
chant and press are strictly private. 
The news is free to all, but while 
the sources of the news are free, the skill and 
ability in giving itform, the agencies em- 
ployed in its distribution, and the capital 
that makes all available come under the 
head of private enterprise and priyate pro- 
perty. ‘There is no power to make these free 
without the consent of those who own and 
control them.’’ Traversing the testimony of 
another witness, MrSmithsaid: “In short, 
the question is asked, why should not the 
associated press serve all papers at the same 
price?’ To the credit of the wealthy 
members of the associated press, be it 
said, they have voluntarily taken upon 
themselves the largest payment). Thus take 
what is called the western press report, whi: h 
is delivered to fourteen of the piincipal cities 
lying between the Alleghenies and the plains 
of Kansas. Theservice is the same to all 

except the cities of Cincinnati, St. Louis an 

Chicago. The native cities phy the same. 
Their assessment are in proportion to their 
population and ability to pay. The same 
rule applies to cities taking the condensed 
reports: In a number of these places, 
the money paid by the papers, does 
not equal the cost of  deliverin 

the report, and nothing was reveived towar 

paying the cost of the original collection, 
handling and editing of the hews. Under 
no other system would this be possible. The 
government charges the same rite of postage 
to therich and poor alike. The a:sociated 
press discriminates in favor of the poor.” The 
witness then referred to the sisrepresenta- 
tions in the statements of a priceeding wit- 
ness, astothe rates in contracts with the 
telegraph company. It had been stated that 
there was a contract rate for a 
service at 6‘, cents per hundred words. 
There was no such contract rate, 
If Senator Hill, the chairmaa, would ex- 
amine the coatracts before him, he would see 
t ere was no rate less than $2 5) per thousand 
words, exceptinthe new and sparsely settled 
districts of Texas and Colorado. In other 
sections the associated press bas to acconut to 
the telegraph company at the-rate mentioned, 
but it does not always collect from the papers 
receiving the reports as much #s it pays the 
telegraph company for services, L[llustrations 
were cited, and elaborate expianations were 
given showing the methods of assessment. 
The policy ef the associated press 
had been of the taost liberal 
character. The newspapers had been 
supplied all cities large enough to support a 
daily newspaper, while agains( the interest of 
the papers of first ciass cities.

CONCSBALED WEAPONS. 

A grand jury in New Orleans has jus! made 
some presentments in regard to the carrying 
of concealed weapons. According to these pre- 
sentments the bully and the coward, and the 
habitual violators of law and order, are the 
ones that carry concealed weapons, and not 
the honest, law-abiding citizens. The grand 
jury alsosay that thereis an unhealthy public 
sentiment in New Orleans which aids and 
abets the violators of the law, and prevents 
the police from suppressing the practice. The 
St. Louis Republican, quoting from the pre- 
sentments, is of the opinion that nothing 
could indicate a wider misconception of facts 
than the report. And this is our opinion. 
If concealed weapons were carried only by 
the bully and the coward, and_ the 
habitual violators of the law, nothing, it 
seems to us, would be easier than to stop the 
practice; but the trouble is, pistols are car- 
ried by aclass of young men who associate 
the carrying of arms with manhood. They 
are young men without judgment, but with 
good intentions. They do not expect to kill 
anybody, and they rarely use their weapons, 
but they have not arrived at the age when 
their experience tells them that it both 
cowardly and dishonorable to go among de- 
cent people armed with a pistol.

OUR ALLEGED NAVY. 


The nayal appropriation bill led to to a de- 
bate in the house on the deplorable condi- 
tion of the navy. The repubiicans charged 
the democrats with the responsibility, and 
when Mr. Kasson had emphasized the charge 
Mr. Blount got the floor. He showed that 
during General Grant’s administration there 
was $100,000,000 in the hands of the 
secretary of the navy, which 
might have been used to buiid naval 
vessels, None, however, were built, and ad- 
ministrative mismanagement didthe rest. Our 
navy has almost disappeared. When the 
democratic party came into power we were 
under the pressure of the hard times that fol- 
lowed the panic of 1875. There was no sur- 
plusrevenue; at times the revenue was not 
sufficient to meet the demands of the sinking 
fund. Mr. Blount’s defense of the democratic 
party was complete and inpregnable. 

He then took the position that we do 
not need a navy like that of Great 
Britain. To use Mr. Dorsheimer’s words, we 
need a navy smail in numbers but of the best 
quality. This is the democratic policy. The 
naval appropriation bill that is now before 
the senate embraces this policy. It provides 
for thecompletion of the four steel cruisers 
that are in course of construction, but makes 
no provision for new vessels, because it is best 
to complete and test the four vessels before 
any more are ordered to be built. The repub- 
licans would have us build an immense navy 
at once, as if a deadly conflict with the navies 
of Europe was inevitable, but the democrats 
propose to pursue a wiser and more conserva- 
tive policy. Now that the Ochiltree-Bismarck 
difficulty has passed away, io foreign war is 
in sight, and there is no reason why tbere 
should be undue haste in building up a new 
navy. Itis sufficient, that all are resolved 
to have a navy which will give the country 
security and gratify its pride. 

The next vesselsthat are ordered to be 
built will undoubtedly be real war vessels; 
vessels so. heavily armored that the heaviest 
guns cannot readily break through their 
walls, The four steel cruisers now building 
are not such vessels. The four will be useful 
and are needed, but their armor is not thick 
enough to resist shot from modern rifled 
guns. Additional vessels should be heavily 
armored and constructed especia!ly for battle. 
At present we have not a single fighting ship, 
Our new navy should be made up of such 
ships, with only so many cruisers as are

EDITORS CONSTIUTION: Itseemsto me that the 
whole question of the durability of these as- 
phalt pavements Ought to be ascertainable from its 
use where it has been laid in other places, Can the 
asphalt people explain why many miles of their 
pavements, which the writer knows to have been 
laid in Cleveland and Columbue Ohio, and Pitts- 
burg, Pa., have worn out after a few years use? 
Are not the pavements that are spoken of as show- 
ing good wear, rimply picked outand shown upto 
us for their durability, while nothing is discreetly 
said about the failures made elsewhere’ 

How about an asphalt payement laid on Fifth 
Avenue in New York several years ago that was 
hardiy put down before ithad to be takeu up 
again?’’ 

When the statement is made that while the pave- 
ment cost8 more than granite block, that we will 
find an immediate appreciation in the value of 
our property after it is laid much more than the 
extra cost, who can tell us their experience of this 
desirable fact? 

Weare told that the esphalt can bs taken up to 
put dowa pipes and relaid again without detri- 
ment to pavement. Cannot some definite infor- 
mation be given to us on this point by the en- 
gineer or authorities in the ci ies where it is in use, 
and tell us at the same time whether it is slipping 
ornot, and whether it iscut by narrow;wagon tires 
and the horse’s shoes’ It seems to methatitisa 
was‘e of time to discuss the question of the qualifi- 
cations it possesses over stone pavement in its free- 
dom from noise and its pe fect smoothness, which 
ceriainiy makes ita luxury todrive over, and must 
rave much horse flesh and wear and tear of heavy 
vehicies. Norisit hard tosee that it can be kept 
clean where auy kind of a block payement wouid 
remain more or less dirty. Let us have the points 
about durability and taking up and relaying set- 
tled, and if satisfaciorily so, why let us have seme 
of them laid here, PROGRESSIVE.

Papers 
that had not such certificates bad instituted 
these local crganizations, and their contracts, 
excilusiveness of the contracts he had refer- 
ence to, carrying the power of the telegraph 
companies. itis merely a matter o! internal 
government. Instead of giving them certif- 
cates they were given contracts, which guar- 
anteed that they should have precisely the 
same privileges as the controlling 
members. Senator Hill asked if any person 
wishing to start a paper within the territory 
of a local association could get news of the 
associated press. Smith said it could only be 
done with the consent of the paper 
in the locality whence the applica- 
tion should come. For illustration, 
two papers in Minneapolis received 
the associated press reports. if a new appii- 
cation were made for reports, the matter 
would be referred to the two papers. They 
would be asked whether or not the new 
partner should be admitted. Last year five 
new members were admitted in different 
places. No reasonable application was ever 
refused. There were many foolish people 
who  _ wanted to start newspapers. 
They could be found every two 
weeks in every town in the land. The man- 
agement of the associated press left the matter 
toeach commuaity, and to the associated 
press papers in the community, to decide 
what should be done.

He saw the old man knock the lick 
olf and strike Mr. Kutz, and heard Mr. Kutz 


say: 
‘“My God! Ed, don’t kill me.”’ 
: He said Mr. Kutz ran into the back alley. 
The witness denied having handed his father 
a box top with which to strike Mr. Kutz. 
_Mr, R. H. Knapp was introduced by Mr. 
Kutz for the purpose of establishing the fact 
that Mr, Mercer had threatened the night be. 
fore the fight to send for Mr. Kutz and to kill 
him. Mr. Knapp stated that he had heard 
Mr. Mercer abuse Mr. Kutz roundly, but had 
not heard Mr. Mercer threaten to kill him. 

This ended the testimony and then Captain 
Jobn Millege made a speech in which he re- 
viewed the evidence skillfully showing that 
his client had not been to blame and that 
the attack upon him was not only unwarrant- 
ed but premeditated. He asserted that Mr. 
Kutz had violated no law. Captain Mil- 
ledge’s speech was quite entertaining. 

Mr, Mercer.argued his own case, He arose, 
gave his huge frame a shake and in deep 
gutteral tones said: 

‘May it please the court in this the nine- 
teenth century we move along too fast 
to have any buncombe in this kind of busi- 
ness. Now, sir, there is nothing in this case, 
nothing atail. That man there deceived me 
and then insulted me, and I whipped him, 
and you would have donethe same. In fact, 
anybody will whip aman who insults him, 
except that fellow. I repeatit, sir, there is 
nothing in this case, and thus your orator 
will ever pray.’’ Atthe conclusion of Mr. 
Mercer’s ‘story: he sat down, 
and Judge Anderson rendered his 
decison. The judge declared 
that Mr. Mercer was a licensedsaloon keeper, 
and as such was required to keep good order. 
He sa:d that he knew it was very mortifying 
to a politician to be defeated, but he did not 
think it safe for the politician to take his 
revenge in this way. He asserted that the 
evidence was very conflicting, but he could 
not see where Mr. Kutz had violated any law, 
and that he would dismiss the case against Mr. 
Kutz, Asfor Mr. Mercer, he thought a fine 
absolutely necessary, and would impose one of 
$25 and cost and would further require Mr. 
Mercer to give a $500 bond for assault and 
battery. This ended the case, and the two 
men leftthe courtroom amid a host of friends. 

Mr. Mercer declined to pay the fine and 
appealed the case. He declares that he can- 
not be made to pay the fine, and will carry it 
through all the avenues of courts. Mr. Kutz 
will push the case against Mr. Mercer and 
will probably bring a _ civil suit for 
damages against Mr. Mercer. Those who 
know both gentlemen greatly deplore the 
difficulty, and late last night it was rumored 
that an adjustment was being attempted.

The Centract Let tor the Fire-Proofing to G> In the 
New Kimba)!! House, 

A thirty thousand dollar contract for fire- 
proofing for the new Kimball has just been 
closed. A CONSTITUTION man called on Mr. 
Kimball yesterday to ask him about it, and 
prefaced the interview with a query: 

‘*How is work getting on?” 

“What could anybody expect tosee done in 
suchweather as this?’’asted Mr. Kimball, look- 
ing savagely at the scribe through his big eye- 
glasses.,‘'We have not hadjsix weeks of good 
weather since we laid the first brick. In that 
time I think we have done re- 
markably weli, [ have never seen 
a man yet who stepped inside the 
enclosure and saw the character of the work 
being done, who has rot gone away highly 
pleased and gratified with the success we are 
making.”’ 

“What about the fireproofing?”’ 

‘**You want to lead me off the wet weather. 
Well, the subject of fireproofing has been one 
that the board have discussed more fully than 
any other, and on account of the heavy ex- 
pense there was at one time a strong disposi- 
tion to omit fireproofing above the second 
story. We have had another examination 
and tested almost every kind known, but 
have finally adopted that which is used 
principally by the government—the same 
general character as that which 
was used in the construction of the postottice 
building in thiscity. Yesterday we closed 
the contract with the E, T. Barnum wire and 
iron works company of Detroit, Michigan. 
The contract with thiscompany is the largest 
single contract that we have made. They 
furnish the fireproofing, iron window and 
door shutters, iron steps and railings, brags 
and iron work for the protection of the eleva- 
tors, all the sky lights, balconies 
and arcades and also a  ~»ball room bal- 
cony, illurminated sidewalks, in fact 
allof that character of work which will be 
used in the hotel.”’ 

‘What does this contract amount to?’ 

“Thirty thousand dollars.”’ 

“Tunderstand you were to use 
proofing?” 

‘We did so intend at first,but the enormous 
weight of tile{for so high a building made it 
weighty and exceedingly expensive. We 
found on investigation that the wire lathing 
was much better.”’ 

‘“‘Am I to understand that this will be used 
in all the partition walls and ceilings and 
that it will be absolutely fireproot?”’ 

‘Yes, sir, it will be used on both sides of 
all partitions. We use studding in the cen- 
ter, but by a mechanical contrivance there 
is aspace of five-eighths of aninch between 
the wire and the studding, which the moriar 
presses through and covers all the woodcom- 
pletely, and with concrete under the floors 
and between all the studding render it posi- 
tively fireproot.”’ 

“Did you have any other bids upon this 
work?” 

“We did indeed. We didsome oi the 
closest figuring that has been done since we 
commenced. We had bids’ from 
the Robeling iron works, the 
Clinton iron works, the Louisville iron works 
and several smaller qgmpanies. The bids 
were very close, but thi¥is a very large com- 
pany and they are making an effort to supply 
this southern country. Their agent, Mr. 5. 
C, Gilbert, was upon the ground, and made 
himself so personally popular with tbe direc- 
torsand stockholders that I am inclined to 
think that had some influence.”’ 

“Have you made any other 
lately?’ 

‘I’ made a little one to-day for all the slate 
and tile hearths for the entire house.”’ 

“In these contracts do the parties take cash 
or bonds?” | , 

‘We are making no contrac's for material 
where the parties don’t take an interest in 
the building. In both these last contracts 
the parties take 75 per cent in securities, and 
25 percentin cash. I believe from the out- 
look the securities will be selling at a prem- 
ium before the house is completed.’’

There is an interesting story connected 
with this piece of litigation which may be 
recited as follows: 

In [855 and in 1857 two pieces of property 
were conveyed to Jasper S. Smith, The land 
consisted of about twenty-five acres and was 
bounded by what isnow Wheaton the north, 
the Boulevard on the east, Foster street on 
the south and Butler street on the west. 
One of the deeds was made by William 
Ezzard as administrator on the estate of 
Hardy Ivy and the other was made by Daniel 
Jobnson. The last named deed was made in 
1855 and the Ezzard deed was made in 1857. 
These deeds were duly recorded by Jasper 
Smith in the office of the clerk of the supe- 
rior court. Atlanta was then a comparatively 
small place and the property was not worth 
much. 

But time passedon, and Jasper Smith in 
the year 1862 sickened and died, leaving as 
his only beiret law his wife, Celia Ann 
Smith. In 1863 Mrs. Smith was living in 
Cobb county. She was taken sick and it be- 
came evident that she was nearing her end. 
She was convinced that the time was at hand 
when she should make disposition of her 
property, and, calling in Colonel A, W. Ham 
moud, she made ber wii!, which was duly 
signed and the names of witnesses attached. 
The proceeding was in every way regular and 
the property, so itis said, was left to Mrs. 
Mary b. Risberry, a devoted niece of Mrs. 
Smith and a daughter of William Harville, of 
Atlanta, a brother of the maker of the will. 

Soon thereafter Mrs. Smith passed away 
and the will was turned over to William 
Herville. 

Accompanied by his wife Harville left for 
Atianta in a buggy, reaching here from Cobb 
county without mishajy. In some mysterious 
way the will, however, was soon after lost or 
stolen, but under the direction of the courts, 
Harville proceeded to settle up the estate 
The young niece, a daughter of the adminis- 
trator, asked her fatherif she was not made 
an heir, but was informed that such was not 
the case. She was somewhat surprised at 
that, asshe had expected she would be re- 
membered in the distribution of her aunt’s 
estate. Harville was a long time administer- 
ing on the estate, but finally in 1879 he sold 
the property to his son-in-law, Dr. M. 
C.. Martin, for $1,900, a very low 
price. The property is worth about $50,000. 
When the deed was made it was given by 
Harville as administrator on the estate of 
Celia Smith, and that deed is recorded on 
the books in the county clerk’s office. 

The letters of administration it appears 
were taken outin this county although Mrs, 
Smith died in Cobb. 

In 1880 Harville died. In the course of 
events the property has finaily passed into 
numerous bands and now, built up pretty 
thickly, is worth perhaps fifty thousand dol- 
1ars, 

And now comes the strange part of the sto- 
ry. 

Lately Mrs. Rasberry has found two living 
witnesses to the ‘will which was made over 
twenty years ago, They say they saw it 
made and duly signed and 
one of them was with Mrs. Smith 
nearly all the time until her death, and that 
she could not have made another will without 
bis having known of it. He says the will | -ft 
the property to Mrs. Rasberry, and that he is 
willing to swear to thatstatement. 

So it turns out that Mrs, Rasberry will at- 
tempt to prove that she has been wronged by 
her own father, who, either intentionally or 
unintentionally, kept her out of her own. 
The evidence on this point will be exceed 
ingly interesting; as several very delicate 
points will be touched upon. Harville’s 
widow is stepmother of young Mrs. Rasberry, 
whose maiden name was Mary Harville. She 
now resides near Wheat street on about two 
acres of Jand that her father gave her. 

As Mrs. Rasbury has become quite promi- 
nent before the public on account of this 
suit an interesting statement can be made as 
to who she is. 

She is pow a widow and has been for thir- 
teen years. 

Her husband was, during his lifetime, a 
well-known detective, and about 1870 or 
1871 became considerably mixed-up with 
certain men on account of what they said 
were questionable methods in working up 
Cases. 

One night the usual crowds lounged in the 
arcade of the Kimball house. Among those 
present were Rasberry, Penn Bedell and 
others. The crowd noticed tee two men be- 
gin a quarrel, and suddenly a pistol shot 
was heard and Rasberry fell dead. Bedell was 
arrested and tried but pending the lezal prd- 
ceedines he became involved and at the core 
ner of the same building while under arrest 
was shor and killed by Mr. Gaines Chisholm. 
Mr. Chisholm was tried and cleared and aj) 
the detaiis passed out of the public mind and 
are only brought out now as a part of the life 
history of the jady who now sues to recover 
twenty-five acres of Atlanta lang, on which 
are jocated seventy-five or eighty houses. 

The case wil! be watched with great inter- 
est when the trial comes up,
